A Market 
in review 

The vendors at the Bradford Farmers’ 
Market are a hardy bunch. 

Over the summer of 2013, they 
handled heat, cold, rain, even snow - 
but the high, gusty winds on October 
26 nearly defeated them. 

It was the final day of the 2013 
market season, and the vendors did 
come out. But with winds hitting 50 
kmph, most didn't even try to set up 
their tents. 

Instead, the Market became a 
"boot sale” with vendors selling their 
products out of the trunks of their 
vehicles. The only exceptions were 
European Meats, which had its tent 
in the shelter of the Bradford Library, 
and both Springh Farms and Lakeview 
Gardens - which displayed their 
produce on open tables, as the owners 
huddled in their parkas. 

A small but steady stream of 
customers also braved the weather 
to say goodbye for the season, and 
purchase local produce and baking. 
There were rewards for hardy 
customers - free coffee, free maple 
treats from Everything Maple, and a 
free small jar of jam, with every large 
jam purchased from Jan’s Jams. 

On December 17, Market vendor 
and spokesperson Laura Vree came 
to BWG Council, to provide an update 
on the market’s success - and to thank 
Council for providing the “new” 
location, at the BWG Public Library 
parking lot on Holland St. West. 

“Our new location has been the 
kick-start our fledgling market 
needed,” Vree told Councillors, 
noting that the market struggled at its 
previous location, adjacent to the old 
community centre. By the end of 2011,

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Festive R.I.D.E. Season continues on local roads 
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In the early morning hours of Friday, 
December 13, South Simcoe Police 
were conducting a RIDE check at the 
intersection of 20th SR and 9th Line of 
Innisfil. At about 1:03 a.m., a vehicle 
stopped and the female driver was 
spoken to by an officer, who directed 
her to pull her car to the side of the 
road after detecting an odor of alcohol 
on her breath. The woman provided 
her licence and pulled to the side of 
the road, but when the officer looked 
away, she accelerated away from the 
checkpoint. 

The officer pursued the vehicle for 
approximately 1.5 km. before it pulled 
over again. A 29 year old Innisfil 
woman was arrested, the Mobile 
Command Post was brought in and 
an Intoxilizer test administered - and 
the woman is now facing charges 
of Impaired Driving, Over .080, and 
Flight from Police. Her licence was 
suspended for 90 days, and her vehicle 
impounded. 

Despite the bitterly cold weather, 
South Simcoe Police continued the 
RIDE program on Dec. 13. 

Shortly after midnight, a 35 year 
old Bradford man was stopped in a 
RIDE check on Northgate Drive, and 
asked for a roadside breath sample; 
he registered in the WARN range and 
received a 3-day suspension. Just 
minutes later, a 48 year old Bradford 
man was stopped at the same

Documenting 

the Marsh Mucker’s Tale 


The Holland Marsh is unique - not 
only because of its organic soils, but 
because of the co-operation and the 
partnerships that exist, said Jamie 
Reaume, Executive Director of the 
Holland Marsh Growers’ Association. 

Those partnerships 

- with King 
Township and the 
Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, 
with the Ontario 
Ministry of 
Agriculture and 
Food, Conservation 
Authorities and the 
Federal government 

- made it possible 
to film "The Marsh Mucker’s Tale," 
the first documentary to look at 
agriculture in the Holland Marsh, and 
the people who farm the area. 

Both farmers and guest workers were 
interviewed for the documentary, 
filmed this summer on location. 

The film was released in a special 
screening at the Holland Marsh 
Winery on December 12 - attended by 
many of the contributing farmers. 

The documentary looks at the issues 
that face “Marsh Muckers” - some of 
which are unique to the muck soils, 
and some of which face farmers across 
the province, including the challenge 
of ever-increasing input costs, while 
prices paid for produce remain what 
they were 50 years ago; and the 
threat to the family farm from U.S. 
conglomerates, buying up Canadian 
acreage. 

“These guys spoke from the heart. 
There is no other area in all of the 
province that could have almost 40 
farmers involved in this. This area is 



so special,” said Reaume. “Fve seen 
agriculture, coast to coast. We’ve 
got so much. We’ve developed such 
partnerships - we’re the envy of every 
other ares... This area has incredible 
political clout, to move things forward 
to the benefit of everyone.” 

"Everyone on Council and everyone 
in Town is enormously proud of the 
Marsh. It is our identity,” said Bradford 
West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Doug White. 
Few people know 
where Bradford is 
located, he noted, 
but “the moment 
you say, You know 
that black soil on the 
400? Boom! Instant 
recognition.” 

The film combines 
images of the land 
being farmed today with historic 
footage from the 1940s and '50s, as 
it looks at the issues, the farming 
families, and the diversity - not only 
of the farmers, but the variety of crops 
grown, “from Artichokes to Zucchinis," 
said Avia Eek, King Twp. Councillor - 
not just carrots and onions. 

The screening was a special thank- 
you to all involved, from the farmers 
to the local Municipal councils, 
Reaume said. The documentary is 
now available for $10, to cover costs; 
contact Jody Mott at 905-868-6737 or 
email inyourhands@sympatico.ca to 
order. 

"We are tentatively booked at 
a number of film festivals. We’re 
trying to move into the mainstream," 
Reaume said - and into schools. “The 
story is so important. This is really a 
community-driven project.”

Hit & Run 

At about 11:30 a.m. on Dec. 16, 

South Simcoe Police were called to 
the intersection of Yonge St. and 10th 
Line InnisfQ, regarding a hit and run 
collision. 

A GMC pick-up truck southbound 
on Yonge ran the red traffic signal at 
the 10th Line, striking a silver Honda 
that was westbound on the 10th.

The driver of the Honda suffered 
minor injuries, and was treated on 
the scene by paramedics.

Police 
spoke with the owner of the vehicle, 
who said it had been stolen from a 
business on Innisfil Beach Rd. earlier 
in the day. Evidence was collected on 
scene by a Scenes of Crime Officer 
(SOCO), to be sent to the Centre 
for Forensic Science in Toronto for 
analysis, and Police are obtaining 
video footage from the area.

Collision blamed on 
road conditions 

At about 9 p.m. on Dec. 16, South 
Simcoe Police were called to the 
9th Line of Innisfil, just west of the 
railroad tracks, for a single vehicle 
collision.

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Bradford’s Hambly Well to be decommissioned 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has decommissioned a 
number of its smaller wells - Simcoe, 
Bingham, Soda Pop and Doane - in 
response to the new Source Water 
Protection Act. 

The municipality hesitated to 
decommission the 8th Line (Hambly) 
well, constructed in 1996, even though 
the well has not been used as a source 
of water for the Town since 2008. 

But on December 3, BWG Council 
decided to pull the plug on the well, 
and permanendy decommission the 
facility. 

The major concern was the presence 
of Triahalomethanes in the Hambly 
well, a Class B carcinogen known 
to cause cancer in Lab animals. The 

Drinking water 
protection grants 

The Province of Ontario has 
announced that 41 municipalities will 
be receiving Source Water Protection 
grants totalling at least $1,944 million 
from the Ontario Ministry of the 
Environment, to help offset the costs 
of implementing new Source Drinking 
Water Protection legislation. 

The province has committed $13.5 
million over the next 3 years to help 
support small, rural municipalities as 
they cope with implementing the new 
regulations, to protect wellhead areas 
and water intake zones. Individual 
grants range from $18,000 to $100,000. 

Among the recipients: The County of 
Simcoe will receive $47,809; the Town 
of Innisfil will receive $52,500; Town 
of NewTecumseth - $45,000, and 
Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
$45,000. 

Municipalities can also receive a 
“collaboration incentive” of up to 
another $15,000 if they can show 
that they are collaborating with other 
municipalities in their efforts. 


high THM levels were traced 
to the presence of organic 
compounds in the water.

The closure of the 8th Line 
Well will mean that there are 
no active wellhead areas within

The Town’s 
active Church Wells are located 
largely in York Region, and 
the Town plans to sign an 
agreement to have York Region 
provide Risk Management 
Services for the wellhead area.

checkpoint, but when asked to provide 
a roadside breath sample, he registered 
a FAIL. He was taken to the Mobile 
Command Post for further breath tests

Three other drivers received 3-day 
WARN range suspensions - a 45 year 
old Innisfil male nabbed on Dissette St. 
in Bradford, a 34 year old Innisfil man 
stopped on 5th Sideroad BWG, and a 65 
year old Newmarket male, stopped on 
Simcoe Rd. in Bradford, all on die 13th. 


Understanding Roadside Screening Tests 

South Simcoe - When an officer stops a car and detects an odour of alcohol on a 
driver’s breath, or the driver admits to recent consumption of alcohol, the officer 
can demand a Roadside test, and a breath sample into a roadside screening 
device. A roadside screening device is an instrument that provides a quick and 
accurate evaluation of the Blood Alcohol Concentration in the bloodstream. 
Devices used by South Simcoe Police are the Drager Alcotest 7410 and the Alco- 
Sensor FST. Depending on the result, the officer can release the driver outright; 
issue a 3 to 30 day suspension for registering a “WARN” (between .050 and .080 
BAC), or continue the arrest and conduct further breath testing. 

If a driver fails, he or she will be asked to provide breath samples into an 
“approved instrument” - in South Simcoe, an Intoxilizer 800C. Failing or refusing 
to supply a suitable breath sample, will result in charges under the Criminal 
Code. Drivers under 21 are required to have a 0% Blood Alcohol Concentration.

Survive the Holidays - Keep Your 
Tree Free of Fire 

While the holiday season can be one of the most festive 
times of the year, it also can be one of the deadliest. 

The fact that fires have occurred in a number of cities 
across the province shows that fires can happen 
anywhere, at anytime. You need to be prepared to protect 
your family and home. 

It’s the law in Ontario to have working smoke alarms on 
every storey and outside all sleeping areas in your home. 
Installing and maintaining working smoke alarms can 
provide you with the early warning you need to escape 
a fire. Failure to comply with the smoke alarm law can 
result in a ticket for $235 or a fine of up to $100,000. 

But the best way to protect your family and home from 
fire is to prevent one from starting in the first place. Here 
are a few tips to ensure that you safely enjoy the holiday 
season. 

1. Buy a fresh tree and keep the base of the trunk 
in water at all times. Lit candles should never be 
placed on or near the Christmas tree. 

2. Check all sets of lights before putting them on the 
tree. Discard any sets of lights before putting them 
on the tree. Discard any sets that are damaged or 
old. 

3. Keep candles in a sturdy holder away from children, 
pets and combustible materials. Blow them out 
before leaving the room. 

4. Avoid overloading a circuit with multiple outlets. If 
additional outlets or circuits are required, have them 
installed by a licensed electrician. 

5. Check cords for damage such as fraying or nicks. 

A damaged cord can expose wires and result in a 
potential shock or fire hazard.

The Town of Bradford received the Final 
Billing summary data from PowerStream 
on November 29,2013. The Town’s 
Finance Department is currently working 
on updating and verifying the 8,681 municipal supplied 
water & wastewater billing accounts that have been 
taken over from PowerStream on December 1,2013. 
The verification and update of the data is nearly 
completed and we hope that this effort will help to 
minimize billing issues that may arise in the future. This 
detailed review has resulted in a number of corrections 
to the data provided by PowerStream resulting in time 
well spent to ensure a greater level of accuracy with 
the Town’s first run of utility bills. 

There has unfortunately been a recent unforeseen 
software issue with the billing program that needs 
to be resolved before any bills can be produced. Our 
IT department has been working diligently with our 
software supplier to resolve these problems. 

In an effort to provide better customer service to our 
users, we now plan to send out bills in early January 
rather than in December due to the office closure 
during the Christmas holidays. In short we want to be 
able to answer any questions that our users may have 
subsequent to receiving their first utility bills from the 
Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury.

Agricultural & Community Taskforce) 
has a new focus, and a campaign: 
"Food and Water First.” 

Shirley Boxem, NDACT member, 
came to Bradford Council on Dec. 3, 
to explain the organization’s “Phase 
2” in its fight against the Megaquarry, 
and to ask for BWG’s support. 

Boxem told Councillors that 
although The Highland Companies 
application in Melancthon Twp. has 
been withdrawn, the fight continues 
because “Ontario, and some 
municipalities more than others, 
have very poor regulatory structures. 
Anybody can put in a quarry, 
anywhere.” The result is an ongoing 
threat to both groundwater supply 
and prime farmland. 

Boxem noted that Agriculture 


agricultural land being lost at 350 
hectares per day.” 

Food & Water First wants to partner 
with municipalities, to make the 
preservation of prime agricultural 
land, and water recharge areas, a 
priority. The focus is on supporting 
local food, a sustainable environment, 
and protecting farmland. 

"It’s not against development. It’s not 
against aggregate extraction. It's about 
good planning,” she said. “It’s (about) 
a future where food is secure and 
everyone is on the same page.” 

After all, Boxem said, “Prime 
farmland is a non-renewable 
resource... What kind of future do 
you want for our children? One that 
is secure, or one that is dependent on 
foreign food sources?”

only 7 vendors agreed to come back. 

But with the new location, the 
number of vendors grew in 2012, and 
again in 2013 - to 22 vendors offering 
everything from Holland Marsh 
produce to local meats, milk, yoghurt, 
cheeses and butter, eggs, flowers, 
baked goods, jams and preserves, 
natural soaps and skin-care products, 
artisanal flour, crafts, and more.

The Market has 
received $5,000 from the Office of 
Economic Development annually, to 
help cover the cost of hiring a Market 
manager, advertising, and recently, 
purchase of a storage trailer, to make 
it easier to store the tents, chairs and 
other items belonging to the Market. 

The 2014 budget cuts the amount 
to $2,500. ”Our Market is still in its 


number of ongoing costs, not covered 
by vendor fees - and pointing out that 
the Town claws back $1000 of the 
$5000 budget each year, as payment 
for use of the Library parking lot. 

Councillors seemed surprised that 
the Town had been taking the $1000 
- and that the 2014 budget had been 
cut, promising to take a second look at 
the figures in the new year, to find the 
additional dollars.

A journey to the Lost City 



"Wondering what was going on, it appeared the cook 
wanted us to accompany him into the kitchen; he had 
something there he wanted to show us. Maybe it was Just 
my cynical nature, but to me this was not a good sign... The 
cook pointed up to the rafters, and there, wrapped around 
a supporting post was a small boa constrictor snake eating 
a bat.” 

Eric Whitehead’s first book, “Then 
There was One; The Ultimate 70s 
Road Trip” - co-authored by Murray 
Jupe - detailed a coming-of-age, cross- 
continent road trip, complete with 
socio-political commentary and iconic 
cultural references. 

His second book, South American 
Odyssey, chronicled a 2011 trip to South 
America with wife, Karen. 

In between, in 2005, the couple 
travelled to Peru, and walked the Inca 
Trail from Cusco to the 15th century 
ruins of Machu Picchu - the subject of 
his newest book, Journey to the Lost 
City. 

“I was 53, and Karen was 52,” 

Whitehead says, and he admits that if 
they had realized Just how demanding 
the hike was, they might have had 
second thoughts about making the trip. 

They did spend months preparing for 
the hike, walking up to 10K per day. 

But there was no way to prepare for the 
impact of the high elevation. The Inca Trail starts at about 
10,000’ above sea level, and climbs through a mountain 
pass to 14,000! before descending to Machu Picchu - 
elevation 8,000! 

Fortunately, they decided to stay in Cusco for 3 days 
before setting out. “We were totally acclimatized by the 
time we started the hike,” Whitehead says. Even better, they 
were accompanied by a guide and 7 porters, who carried 


everything but their daypacks. 

“These porters are phenomenal - they're like the Sherpas 
in the Himalayas," he says, providing assistance as well as 
encouragement. “It’s quite literally out of this world. We 
quite literally did not know if we'd be able to do it.” 

And as hard as the climb up was, the way down was harder. 
“It’s just a stone pathway... thousands of steps!” he says. “It 
just kills your knees.” 

Despite the physical effort, 
Whitehead kept a journal of the trip 
- including their three days in the 
Amazon, and a trip to Coca canyon in 
southern Peru. Twice as deep as the 
Grand Canyon, the Coca Canyon is 
home to Peru's remaining population 
of condors. 

He also took numerous photos along 
the way - and the color photographs 
are a welcome addition to Journey 
to the Lost City, bringing to life the 
comments, images and people of 
Peru. A great book for anyone thinking 
of travelling to Peru’s landmarks, or 
just dreaming of hiking the Inca Trail.

Whitehead is admittedly hooked 
on travel. The family used to take a 
road trip through the U.S. every year, 
with their two sons. “By the time they 
graduated from High School, they had been to all 49 states - 
by car,” he laughs. 

Now, he and Karen plan their travels based on 
“continents,” not countries. They’ve “done” North America, 
travelled extensively in South America, through western 
Europe, and recently visited Viet Nam, in Asia. Their next 
adventure? Hopefully Australia and Antarctica - “but it's 
expensive and needs a lot of time, and my wife still works.”
